The well-fortified exposé of the In- 
gane Asylum crookedness published in 
‘THE Times of Tuesday last has caused

developments. Squirming and unsup- 
ported denials are the result. 

To the positive statements then 
made by us, on good authority, may 
be added another fact of significance. 
It was deacribed how the Rhodes offér 
had been garbled—turned into another 
offer, in fact—with telegraphic trans- 
mission to the Governor.

As then stated, Mr. Rhodes 
spoke from an inside standpoint; and 
in his work of airing the secret pro- 
ceedings of the commission it is safe 
to say that Messrs. Brown and Kerr 
are willing to lend their aid.

Still later advices are to the offedt 
that the Board of Supervisors of San 
Bernardino county will refuse to de- 
clare vacant the streets laid out in the 
McAbee tract, which fact is essential 
to the acceptance of that site.

A LESSON FROM VANDERBILT. 

Commodore Vanderbilt ouce met the at- 
tack of a competing line of steamers by 
establishing a passenger rate of 10 cents bo- 
tween New York and Albany. Nobody 
supposed that 10 cents was a remunerative 
rate for so long a passage, but the move 
roved effective, because it enabled the 

mmodore to buy the competing line 
without paying aspecuiative price for it. 
Such a course is sometimes entailed by cir- 
cumstances upon the company. Competing 
companies are often formed not for business 
profits; but to force us to buy them out or to 
retire from the field. When such a com- 

tition occurs it is a trauslent aud isolated 
eature of our business. To seize upon one 
such a feature, and, so far as your office as 
an umpire may control, to make that the 
basis of a rate to be charged on Government 
business, seems to us not judicial, but viu- 
dictive. It is this view you have taken 
which we especially regret. We may seem 
to deserve reprehension, but the statute 
under which you are working is judicial 
and not penal. 

The award made — 1. your prede- 
cessors has sometimes subjected us to in- 
to wend. but we could ascribe to erroneous 
udgment the fixing of a rate designed to 
remunerate us for the service, but which in 
fact im a loss upon us. We have 
borne the loss in such cases without com- 
plaint, even yielding to the wish of the de- 
partments to have the messages sent by 
them not confined to the definition of the 
statute, but to include all their official 
business. Upon the present occasion a 
course is pursued which gives your high 
official sanction to an attitude toward us 
which we cousider so unjust and so well 
calculated to operate prejudicially to our 
general telegraph business that we feel 
compelled to enter our earnest protest 

instit. The further course you suggest 
ofa board of arbitration is within what we 
have always proffered. We have stood 
ready always to supply to the incumbent 
of your office the fullest opportunity for 
search into the cost of telegraphic business 
and to accept freely an impartial! judgment. 
It you prefer to delegate that judgment to a 

rd com as you suggest, leaving the 
rates for this year to be governed by that 
result. we shall be glad te meet it. 

Respecting the personal interviews re- 
ferred to in your letter, I regret that there 
was a misunderstanding as to any positive 
engagement to see you agein after our last 
conierence. When we separated you asked 
if you should see me again.

Wish- 
ing to join them, he compiled a letter 
from the writings of the most cele- 
brated alchemists, consisting of the 
most obscure terms, and of which he 
did not understand a simple syllable. 
The members afraid to be thought 
ignorant invited him to their meetings 
and made him their secretary. Meta- 
prudence, theology, philo tory. 
antiquities, the classics, 4 shared 
Leibnitz’s attention. George I. used 
to call him his living dictionary, and 
at the of 70he could repeat hun- 


dreds of lines of Virgil without an 


error. Lo get through with his enor- 
mous labors his life was sedentary al- 
most beyond example. Sometimes for 
weeks together he would not go to 
bed, but after working till late im the 
night he would sleep a few hours in his 
chair. He became plagued with rheu- 
matic gout, his legs ulcerated and he 
aggravated the ailment by compress- 


ing the afflicted parts with wooden 


vises to stop the circulation of the 
blood and dull the sense of pain. He 
died November 14, 1716, in his 70th 
year from the effectsof an untried 
medicine of his own concoction. 

It was on the 14th of November, 
1770, that the famous Scotch traveler. 
Bruce, reached the headwaters of the 
Blue Nile, which he considered the 
true or original Nile River. Bruce 
was all the more proud of his achieve- 
ment because the ancients had believed 
that the Bahr-el-Abiad was the true 


Nile, an opinion which he claimed to - 


have sbown fallacious. The ancients 
were right, however, and Bruce was 
wrong. It wasthe genius and patience 
of Capts. Grant and Speke, who, in 
1858, reached the .Lake Victoria Ny- 
anza, three degrees south of the 
equator,and lying on a plateau 4000 
feet above the level of the sea. Speke 
conjectured that this body of water 
was the source of the Nile. Stanley, 
who sailed around the lake in 1875, 
and explored the headwaters of the 
Congo, confirmed Speke’s discovery. 
It was thus settled that the Nile flows 
uninterruptedly from the lake tothe 
Mediterranean, through no less than 
34 degrees of latitude, and along a 
course exceeding 2000 miles in length, 
in astraight line, and perhaps 3000, 
allowing for windings. 

CHARLES CARROLL OF CARROLLTON 


was born in Maryland, September 20,
